Sd*tor» 27eniocraI— ‘Qaatlcmea : It baviog 
beooma fMklonabla of lato for varioas rog- 
imants to do a oortain amouat of bloving, I 
havo oonoladed to follow up tho fbohion far 
enough to glTe you a few items ffaoto) oon- 
oeraing our own regiment. 

In the flrit place, it may be neoesBary to 
mention that there ia a oertain regiment in 
the United Statee lerrioe, eommanded by 
Colonel T. T. Oarrard, formerly known as 
the Third regiment Kentucl^ Volunteers, 
from the foot that Colonel Oarrard reocired 
hie appointment from the War Department, 
at Waahington, as Colonel of the Third Ken* 
tncky regiment; but, by some hocus poous 
of the State Military Board, we hare been 
changed from the Third to the Sixth, and 
finally from Sixth to Seventh, so that we 
now are known (if known at all) as the 
Seventh regiment of Kentucky Volunteers. 
A few plain, simple foots in regard to this 
regiment may not be wholly uninteresting 
to a portion of your readers. This reginysnt 
was organised at Comp Dick Robinson, in 
the month of August last, and was full up 
to the maximum within ten days from the 
time that the first oompony went into camp 
Wo were mustered into the servioe of the 
United States, on the 22d of Septemeber, 
by Oenetal Thomas, and were the first mus- 
tered in on the soil of Reatnoky. 

Our regiment is composed entirely of 
mountaineers, and is the finest body of men ^ 
I ever saw in one regiment. Our field | 
officers are all that any one could wish. 
Col. Oarrard is too well known in Kentucky 
to need comment. He ia always coo', sa- 
gacious and brave, ever kind and consider- i 
ate to his men, and dearly beloved by all. I 
Lieut. Col. Bidgell, althongh not enjoying ^ 
very good health, ie an able officer, and al- 
though, formerly, he has, at times, from the 
pulpit, pointed out to erring mortals the 
road to heaven and happiness, he is now i 
somewhat noted for his fighting propenei- I 
ties. Major Isaac N. Caldwell ia all that is ! 
requisite for a military officer. As a tac- 
tician he has no superior, and, under his 
instruotion, our regiment — although we have 
alwaye labored under great disadvantages— 
has become very profioient in the battalion 
drill, as muoh so as any I have yet seen. 

Soon after we were mustered into servioe, ; 
we were ordered to ReokoasMe river and ' 
formed the encampment since known, and ' 
somewhat celebrated, as Camp Wild Cat. 
Here we spent four weeks in fatigue duty, 
fortifying and preparing the position | 
tit ths reception of the rebel forces ^ 
nnder Gen, -Zoliiceffer on the 21st of Oeto- \ 
bcr. Aud in this oonneelion I may as well j 
mention that the battle of Wild Cat was ^ 
fought by Colonel Oarrard Althongh the ^ 
•vening before (he battle we were reinforced ! 
by one Ohio and one Indiana regiment, who ^ 
rendered aslnfiniteserviee, and Gen Schoepf ' 
was present in person, yet, not knowing the > 
location or position of the works, the whole | 
management devolved upon Col. Garrard, ! 
and it was through him that the fight was 
brought to iti bucoobsfal issue. It is true | 
that only two oompaoies of our regiment — 
Company B, Capt. Luoas, and Company K, | 
Capt. Stratton— took an active part in the ' 
fight; yet every other company was sta* I 
tioned at important points, and roady, even | 
eager, for the fray. “Honor to whom honor | 
is due I" I 

I have said this much to establish the | 
faot that the.w is such a regiment as the I 
Seventh Kentucky, or CoL Garrard’s, as i 
onr boys porsist ia oalling it. I will now ; 
give a brief scccunt of the manner in which ' 
we have been treated by the “ powers that : 
be” since the little affair at Wild Cat. { 

From Wild Cat we moved on to London i 
with the brigade (SohoCpf s). We wereshort ’ 
of tents, osmp equipage and clothing. The 
measles had broken out in the regiment, and j 
many were suffering for necessary closing j 
and blankets. We were short of transporn j 
tation, and, although onr officers made 
every exertion to obtain such things as we 
were entitled to, s'ill we could not got them. 
We were in thin condition when the balanoa 
of the brigade moved to Somerset, and left 
us alone to guard this line — one of the 
most important, in my opinion, in Kentnoky. I 
As an evidenoe of it, Gen. F. K. ZclUooffer, 
in June last, notified his Excellency Gov- 
ernor Magoffin that a military necessity had 
induced him to take poseession of Cumber- 
land Gap. That s&me necessity, I suppose, 
had caused him to overrun the whole of ! 
this portion of the State, driving peaceable 
and loyal oitixens from their homes or tak- 
ing them prisoners, and laying waste or 
appropriating their property. Still we did 
not oomplain ; and although siokness as- 
I sailed us iu neirly every form, until we 
I have nearly run through the whole list of 
I diseases, yet, through the xntiring energy 
I of our efficient surgeon. Dr. Wm. Berry, 

' we have passed the ordeal with but oom- 
I paratively few deaths. 

I Speaking of Dr. Berry — he is one of na- 
ture’s noblemen — master of his profession, 
and ever ready to respond to the call of 
the eiok and sffl oted. He was formerly a 
practitioner in McLean count j, Ky., but 
recently from Henry county. He passed 
the Board of Examiners at Louisville with 
honcr, and ia an invaluable prise to any 
I regiment “Long may he wave.” I 

I Having now eetablisbed the faot of the 
existanoe of our regiment, I will oloee by 
saying that our boys are all in good spirits, 
in view of the reoent vietoriee at Fort Hen- 
ry, Roankoke Island, and, we trust, Fort 
Donelson, and are ready for any emergency. 
Several copies of year valuable paper are 
taken in our regiment, and their appear- 
ance daily is eagerly looked for, and they 
are a eouroe of great satufeotioa when 
they arrive. Should this hasty oommuni- 
eation find sufficient favor tr appear in your 
oolnmns, you may hear agaih from

— A ootrespondent of the Jour- 
nal gives the following statement in refer- 
ence to Col. Fry and tho gallant 4th Kcn- 
tuoky, at the battle of Mill Springe : 

Col. Fry norrowly escaped death. With 
only three hundred and ninety men, he kept 
at bay two rebel regiments for more than an 
hour. One ball passed so near his left tern, 
pie as to touch his hair. Another pierced 
his clothes, gitzing the skin. After the 
battle, one of the prisoners said to him: 
“So many of us pointed our gnus directly 
at you. I oongralulate you that you are 
alive, but you must be mighty hard to 
shoot.” A Tennesseean from one of the 
rebel regiments managed to escape to onr 
ranks. He took his stand among Fry’s 
men, seized tho gun of one who had fallen 
by his side, and fired forty rounds, killing 
the very man he most hated — one who had 
pressed him into the reh«l s ervice. 

i^^So far as we are oonoemed, the time 
has come when we propose to call that 
whioh ia treason, treason. Abolitionism is 
TRBASON.

since, whilst on a visit to Virginia, aad has 
sotsd as clerk in tke Qaartermastev’e De- i 
partinenl at Riohmond; perfotaing sU dutise 
in oonneotion with the prisontre, thus se- 
curing a parole that enabled Mm to mix 
frosty wish ths oUitens aad sohUsrs. 

He brings with him many nnmistakabls 
evidenoe# of ths iaet that there exists in 
Blehmond aad tha vieiaity a otroag and 
gallant band of Union men, who arc i^Hng 
and anxious at the proper moment te wsl- 
oome the old flag, aad fight, if aeesssagy, 
to iustain its saprsmaqy. They rsqncsted ; 
him to make tks feat known to the ^vnm - 1 
meat that they oiaim to be three thousand I 
strong, and that a fall regiment of diiUed j 
volnnteers oan be raised at an hoar’s notiea. 
The Union ladies are also very anmsrous, 
aad have freely expended their means in I 
saeooring and eomforting the sick and 
woonded Federal prieoners.
